Copenhagen, Many contradictory re- 
ports of the proceedings at Weimar 
kept the people in suspense until just 
before reven o'clock Monday night, 
when the guns of the British grand 
fleet and French warships in the roads 
shooting in salvos announced the 
news. 

The crews of the vessels, both in 
the harbor and in the roads, started 
whistles and sirens going, and climb- 
ed the masts cheering lustily, Pre- 
viously the allied warships had been 
cleaned for possible action, 

Many of the seamen got shore leave 
and joined the throngs in the already 
crowded streets, singing and cheer- 
ing. Long processions were formed, 
in which numerous flags of the allied 
nations were borne aloft. The sing- 
ing of the Marseillaise and other pa- 
triotic songs was to be heard every- 
where. French and British sailors 
marched to the national Danish mon- 
ument commemorating the war of 
1864, and decorated it with flowers. 

The populace wildly cheered the 
allies, who had won Schleswig again 
for Denmark. s 

When darkness fell the warships 
were lighted up with incandescent 
bulbs and threw their searchlights 
over the city. The Copenhagen news- 
papers printed enthusiastic articles 
on Germany's decision to sign the 
treaty. 

Madrid.—“It was with ineffable joy 
that I received the news of the cer- 
tain advent of peace,” said King Al- 
fonso in his speech from the throne 
at the reopening’ of the cortes. The 
king began his address by affirming 
the unalterable concord between 
Spain and the Vatican, and added:

Some curious facts are revealed in 
the British Registrar-General's report 


of births, marriages and deaths in 
1917, says London Tit-Bits. 
Whereas most of the marriages 


used to take place in July, August and 
September, the favorite months now 
are October, November and Decem- 
ber. Widows re-married in great 
numbers, Although young war wid- 
ows affected the figures, it is clear 
that the war was not wholly respon- 
sible, for the total began to increase 
in 1912, Widowers, too, show an in- 
creasing tendency to take second 
wives, 

The youngest bachelor to ntarry 
was fifteen, and the youngest spin- 
ster fourteen, No fewer than 29 
males married at the age of sixteen, 
and 389 at the age of seventeen, two 
of the latten marrying widows. Twen- 
ty-six spinsters married at the age of 
fifteen, one of them to a widower; 187 
women were sixteen when they mar- 
ried, and of 1,200 marrying at seven- 
teen years, fifteen married widowefs. 

The carliest second marriage of 
males was at the age of nineteen, and 
three widows remarried at the age of 
eighteen, Of thirty-nine men marry- 
ing when they were turned eighty, 
only one, aged cighty-one, had never 
tasted the joys of matrimonial bliss 
previously, the rest being widowers; 
but out of nine women marrying be- 
yond that age, two were spinsters, 
The oldest man to be married was a 
widower of ninety-two, and the two 
oldest women were aged cighty-five, 
one a widow and“one a spinster.

That Was Wilhelm’s’ Only Guilt 
Berlin.—General Friedrich A. J. von

Alleged German Plots 

Weimar, Germany.—Hermann Mu- 
eller, leader of the Majority Social- 
lists, charged that a certain number of 
Berlin militarists were plotting to re- 
store the Hohenzollerns to the throne 
of Germany. His accusation was 
made before the meeting of the Na- 
tional Assembly in session here. He 
said Germany régards the former 
Kaiser as an undesirable person and 
as the author of the country’s many 
misfortunes.

VANCOUVER, B. C., June 30.—Two 
hours after the ©.P.0.S. liner Empress 
of Asia made port at 7 o'clock this 
morning, cargo was being unloaded, 
hundreds of volunteer longshoremen 
offering their services, Gangs were 
switched from other vesse!s and the 
big ship is being worked with plenty 
of men.

Rebuked-Germans 
Gen. Von Winterfeldt, When Asking 


for Armistice, Wore French Cross 

of Legion of Honor 

The tactlessness, lack of good taste, 
and utter mental obtuseness of 
average Prussian is well illustrated by 
a breach of the proprictics committed 
last fall when Germany made her ap- 
peal for an armistice, the offender be- 
ing no less a personage than Gen. 
Hans Von Winterfeldt, chief military 
plenipotentiary of the mission sent by 
Germany to call on Marshal Foch to 
arrange for terms. 

It appears that General Von Win- 
terfeldt, who should havé been well 
informed on points of military cour- 
tesy, since he was reared at the coltrt 


{of Berlin and later spent many years 


in Paris as military attache, some 
months before the outbreak of the 
war was scriously injured in an auto- 
mobile accident while attending 
manoeuvres of the French army in the 


/south of France. He was tended with 


the utmpst solicitude by the most 
eminent French surgeons, During his 
illness President Poincare called on 
him and decorated him with the Cross 
of Officer of the Legion of Honor, 

When the war broke out Von Win- 
terfeldt took charge of the espionage 
service of the German Government at 
San Sebastian in Spain, domg no end 
of harm to the people who had treat- 
ed him with such consideration, 
«How the Prussian general roused 
the ire of the French marshal during 
the armistice negotiations is thus fe- 
lated by a writer in the New York 
Evening Sun: 

Marshal Foch received the German 
delegates in the railroad car which he 
made his home, and which was then 
switched on a siding in the forest of 
Compiegne. When the German emis- 
saries were ushered into his presence 
and Von Winterfeldt saluted, the 
ordinarily impassive marshal’s eye- 
brows, for once in the war, went up. 
No wonder, for the German general 
had had the incredible impudence to 
don for the occasion the Cross of 
Officer of the Legion of Honor, be- 
stowed upon him by President Poin- 
care before the war, in total disregard 
of the fact that all French distine- 
tions bestowed upon Germans had 
been cancelled by the war, in the same 
way that French naval and military 
men and citizens had “scrapped” ev- 
ery German decoration that they had 
received. 

Before returning the salute Mar- 
shal Foch, fixing his eye on the Le- 
gion’s cross and red ribbon on the 
general’s breast, exclaimed in the 
most sharp and cutting tones: “Mon- 
sicur! I authorize you to remove that 
cross at once from your breast!” 

Gen, Von Winterfeldt, thoroughly 
disconcerted, removed it, and, instead 
of laying it down on the table, placed 
it rather sheepishly and awkwardly in 
his pocket. It was only then that 
Marshal Foch acknowledged the 
salute and consented to proceed to 
bysiness.

Hawker’s Career 


Record as an Aviator Is One of 
Astonishing and Almost Un- 
interrupted Success 

Harry G. Hawker’s career as 
pilot, covering nine years, has revcal- 
ed”an ability to draw a line between 
sheer recklessness and prudent daring 
which has been at once the amaze- 
ment and despafr of his\fellow flying 
men, Perhaps the secret of it is that 
what would be recklessness in an- 
other has in his case simply been good 
craftsmanship, because of-his con- 
‘summate skill and wonderful nerve 
and physical vitality. His reeord as 

aviator is one of astonishing and 
almost uninterrupted success. 

Hawker was a Jad in Australia, his 
native land, when flying was in its 
infancy.in England. His + natural 
tastes turned him to~ motor-engines, 
and his love of adventure carried 
him to England in company with a 
half-dozer other young Australians. 
Two at least of his companions gain- 
ed distinction in the land of their 
-adoption. These were Lieut.-Col.

rison, who became aviation officers. 
The boys brought their savings in 
their pockets and, once in the 
motherland, sought employment as 
mechanics, Hawker speedily found a 


berth with T. O. M. Sopwith, then], 


.just starting as a builder of airplanes. 
Hawker proved himself a_ skilful 
mechanic and a lad of intelligence, 
and Sopwith, needing pilots, taught 
him to fly. — \ 
His development. thenceforth was 
rapid. ,Having found his wings, he 
began fo gain advertising for his em- 
ployer and himself by going after the 
prizes which were beginning to be of- 
fered, On October 24, 1912, in a Sop- 
with biplane patterned after the Am- 
erican Wright machine and powere 
with a 40-horse-power A.B.C, motor, 
he won the Michelin cup by setting a 
new endurance record of eight hours 
wenty-three minutes in the air. 

n May 3t following, in a Sopwith 
with an 80-horse power Gnomeeen- 
gine, he established a British altitude 
record of 11,450 feet. Two weeks 
later, with a passenger, he soared to 


come during that time being Mwported 
to have been upward of $100,000 a 
year. He lives on a comfortable scale 
at Kingston-on-Thames, where he has 
a wife and six months’ old daughter: 
He owns three Rolls-Ryce cars, in it- 
self an evidence of prosperity, The 
World correspondent at St. John’s 
wrote of Hawker some time ago: 

“Here he has given no evidence of 
great income, He dresses almost in- 
differently, sometimes, Wearing / a 
lounge suit whose mgt striking de- 
tail is trousers with extreme peg tops, 
sometimes wearing khaki riding 
breeches, with gray golf stockings. 
He seldom appears without a cap 
whose vizor is drawn far forward and 
makes him still more boyish in ap- 
pearance, He doesn’t look a bit more 
than his thirty-one years at any time. 

“His relaxations while in St. John’s 
have been boyish, Almost nightly he 
took part in what his party called 
‘rag’—some. bit of good horse-play. 
One night, after a scuffle, the bed of 
Capt. Michacl H. Fenn, business 
manager of the trans-Atlantic expe- 
dition, was filled with crumbled dog- 
biscuit. Another night the party in- 
vaded the room of Lieut. Lawrence 
Clement, meteorological officer-and 
snowballed him till he cried for 
mercy. 

“On still other nights he went to 
motion-picture shows. "The last pic- 
ture he saw was one by Theda Bara, 
whom he thought a very bad actress. 
He and others of the party have re- 
‘ceived not a little social attention 
and have often gone out for tea.” 

Com, Mackenzie Grieve, R.N., 
Hawker's navigator, has had far less 
of the limelight in his life than Haw- 
ker, yet in his line of endeavor he is 
a man of attainments. He is 28 years 
old, a wireless expert and a meteoro- 
logist, as well as flier. For a,time 
during the war he commanded the 
cruiser Campania, mother ship of the 
British air. squadron with the Grand 
Fleet.—New York World. 


Mystery Of The Sea 
Has Been Solved 


Given Up For Lost, Reaches New

tory, Nelson and Wellington, and on 
the very spot where the latter, as the 
Lord Chamberlain did not fail to re- 
mark, reccived the freedom of the city 
more than a century ago, they both 
made important speeches. 

_Ficld Marshal Haig particularly 
urged military preparedness in the 
future, and Admiral Beatty pointed 
out its uscfulness in the navy in the 
past. 

Speaking first, as befitted the rep- 
resentative of the senior sérviee, Ad- 
miral Beatty occupied much time in 
disclaiming any credit for the navy’s 
victories, placing it upon the should- 
ers of his men.

“I. pulled alongside a German de- 
stroyer when I saw the ship begin to 
settle,” said Lieut. Nuttall, and order- 
ed Germans back to close the sea- 
cocks. Four or five of them turned, 
whereupon the German officers shot 
three of them dead. We then opened 
fire on the officers and several of them 
fell. Others among the Germans then 
weturned and closed the seacocks.| 
The Germans were also driven back 
to four or five oth@¥ destroyers; they 
closed the seacocks in time to keep 
the vessels afloat.” 

Lieut. Nuttall reports that the Em- 
den has been pumped out and is now 
afloat.

The World’s Shipbuilding 


The Tonnage Under Construction in 
the World 

London, England.——Returns com- 
piled by Lloyd’s register of shipping 
shows that at the close of the quar- 
ter ended March 31 last the tonnage 
under in the world 
reached 7,796,266 tons gross, of which 
2,254,845 tons was in the United King- 
dom, 

Of the tonnage building abroad, the 
United States has over 75 per cent., 
viz,, 4,185,523 tons. Then follow the 
British dominions, 303,000; Japan, 
254,835, and Holland, 182,308. Only 
four other countries have over 100,000 
tons of shipping in their yards, 

The United Kingdom figures are 
about 500,000 tons higher than those 
for June, 1914, while the wonderful 
development, due to the war, in the
